All of the 148 counties of the state 
were heard from Friday and the latest 
figires give him a commanding lead, 
not only in the number of counties 
carried and the convention vote, but 
in the popular vote 

The revised figures give «‘aton 56% 
counties, with a convention vote of 
141. and a popular vote of 67,319. 

Hardwick gets 48 counties with a 
convention vote of 128 and a popular 


vote of 61,319. 

Felder gets 35% 
convention vote of &1 
vote of 34,488. 

Hutchens gets &$ counties, 
convention vote of 18 and a 
vote of 26,133. 

Cooper carried no counties. 
ular vote was 10,469. 

It will thus be seen that Slaton has 
earried 18% counties more than Hard- 
wick and 21 more counties than Felder. 

The halt--vote -in the Slaton count 
Wra th® Ralf vote in the Felder column 
is accounted for by the tie in Pike 
county, thus giving each man one-half 
@ county, or one convention vote each. 

Confidence Expressed. 

Governor Slaton was inclined to feel 
extremely confident over the situation, 
and during the day issued a statement 
to the people of Georgia in which he 
expressed the belief that, in view of 
the number of counties he had carried, 
his convention vote and his popular 
vote, the convention would regard him 
as the logical nominee.

Senator Hoke Smith was on his 
to Atlanta from Washington, and there 
was a good deal of speculation as to 
whether he would take any hand in the 
convention light over the short-term 
senator’s race. However, in view of 
his repeated declaration that he would 
have nothing to do with this contest 
either way, it is not thought that he 
will consent to be drawn into it.

Sufficient counties were heard from 
Friday to insure the election of Paul 
Trammell as railroad commissioner 
over his opponent, S. G. McLendon. For 
a time it looked as if Mr. McLendon 
had a good chance of election. 

Of 130 counties in which the returns 
have been consolidated Trammell car- 
ried seventy-six counties with a con- 
vention vote of 198, and McLendon 
carried sixty-four *counties with a 
convention vote of 156. 

The original announcement regard- 
ing other statehouse officials was cor- 
rect in every respect. 

Judge Harri#’ Victory. 

Judge Nat E. Harris will go into 
the convention with plenty of votes to 
more than assure his nomination on 
the first ballot.

Pope’s Brother Arrives. 

The late pope’s only brother, Angelo 
Sarto, arrived in Rome today. From 
a handsome elderly person, grief had 
changed him to a broken old man. 
Great affectidn existed between the 
brothers, and when Angelo entered the 
mortuary chamber today and the dead 
pontiff did not answer his customary 
greeting he fell to his knees at the 
body, sobbing aloud. There he knelt 
for an hour praying, the tears mean- 
while streaming down his face and 
sobs convulsing his frame. 
hands finally lifted the sorrowful man 
and led him from the death chamber 
to the apartment of his sisters. 

Mourning throughout Rome contin- 
ued today. All theaters, moving pic- 
ture shows and other amusement 
places remained closed. Thousands 
gathered in St. Peter’s square last 
night and remained there, some in 
prayer, until broad daylight, when a 
violent thanderstorm drove them 
away. 

The contents of the will of Pope 
Pius became Known today. The testa- 
ment is dated 1911, but has codicils 
made in successive years. To the 
members of his immediate family he 
leaves $20,000, which was presented 
to him some yeers ago, and $2,400 to 
his nephew. Both bequests are made 
Subject to the approval of his suc- 
cessor. In the will is the following 
phrase: 


Wished to Die Poor. 


“I was born poor and lived poor and 
I wish to die poor.”

The Marquis Di San Giuliano, the 
Italian foreign minister, has ordered 
representatives of Italy abroad to 
state that though nearly the whole of 
Europe is engaged in warfare, the 
Catholics can elect a new pope in 
peaceful Italy. 

The Swiss government has notified 
the vatican that it has ordered forty- 
six Swiss guards, who returned to 
Switzerland for the mobilization, to 
leave immediately to resume their du- 
ties at the vatican.

Speeding in Swift Motor, 
Chicagoan Rescues His 
Niece in Menich. 


London, August 21.—(1:20 p. m.)-—- 
Dr. Franklin Martin, of Chicago, who 
left here a week ago for Munich to 
get his niece, Miss Stone, also of Chi- 
cago, returned to London with her this 
morning. : 

Dr. Martin tells a story full of inter- 
the continent. 
He attempted first to make his way to 
Munich by way of Paris and Berne, 
Switzerland, but was not successful. 
He was unable to proceed beyond Paris. 
Stories related to him of the hardships 
endured by Americans marooned in 
Germany impelled him to make a sec- 
ond attempt, and in company with John 
Moran, of New York, whose wife was 
last heard from in Munich, Dr. Martin 
started again through Holland. 

“We as Americans,” said Dr. Martin, 
“had little difficulty in passing through 
the German lines.” 

“At Crefeld we secured an automo- 
bile to take us to Cologne. We cov- 
ered over 1,100 miles on Saturday and 
Sunday, and foundtoour amazed relief 
that Mrs. Moran and Miss Stone were 
still in Munich. 

Gasoline Held Up. 

“In the meantime the military au- 
thorities had ordered that no more gas- 
Oline be sold to non-combatants. Sev- 
eral American cars in Munich had been 
taken by the authorities when their 
owners revealed their existence by ap- 
pealing for fuel. 

“Mr. and Mrs. Moran decided to re- 
main in Munich, but Miss Stone and I 
left on Monday with, as I supposed, 
only two gallons of gasoline in our Car. 

“We had determined to keep going as 
long as possible. 

“Once safely out of Munich our en- 
terprising chauffeur revealed to _ us, 
covered with blankets, several cans of 
the precious fluid, enough to get us 
half way to our destination. 

“During this journey we actually 
were within the lines of the German 
army. At one point between Cologne 
and Crefeld we passed entrenchments 
being rapidly thrown up by thousands 
of tfoops. Entrenchments extended on 
both sides of the highway, and as far 
as the eye could reach there were 
masses of troops, with field guns and 
munitions of war. Moving in the di- 
rection of Belgium, between Cologne 
and Bingen, was a continuous line of 
troops, provision wagons and ambu- 
lances. 

Threatened by Soldiers. 

“At Frankfort 6,000 French prisoners 
were pointed out to us. Whenever we 
announced ourselves as Americans we 
were greeted with studied courtesy. 

“We arrived in Cologne Tuesday 
night after having run 250 miles dur- 
ing the day. 
feld. The highway was congested 
with guns, ambulances and munitions 
of war of all kinds. At only one time 
did we seem to be in real danger; this 
was when two soldiers pointed their 
guns menacingly at our heads as our 
deliberate chauffeur took his time in 
stopping on their orders. 

“This last stage of our return jour- 
ney was the most difficult of all. As 
we were traveling on a war highway 
in the immediate rear of a great bat- 
tlefield we were stopped dozens of 
times. Our success in getting through 
was due largely to the resourcefulness 
of our chauffeur. Among other things

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Grand Duke of Russia 
Leads 20 Army Corps 
In Invasion of Prussia 


Germans Marching on Ghent With the Appar- 
ent Intention of Attacking Antwerp — They 
Impose War Tax of $40,000,000 on City of 
Brussels— England to Loan $50,000,000 to 
Belgium — Germans Claim Control of Baltic. 


London, August 22.—(2:00 a. m.)—Little has become known of the opera- 
tions early in the week which put the German army between the Belgian 
forces and their French allies and enabled the Germans to occupy Brussels. 

It is believed the Germans brought up strong forces behind their cavalry 
screens, and that a severe battle must have been fought to compel the Bel- 
gians to abandon Brussels and retire on Antwerp. 

Whether the French forces were engaged with the Belgians is not known. 

No information is available as to whether the Germans intend to devote 
themselves to reducing Antwerp or to an endeavor to force their way south- 
ward into France. 

It seems, however, that the determination is to attack the Belgian army 
of 150,000 men, who still are in or around Antwerp. The Germans already 
are advancing in the direction of Ghent. They have oceupied Alost, fifteen 
miles northwest of Brussels, and Wetteren, eight miles southeast of Ghent, 
and apparently intend to overrun the whole of northern Belgium to the sea. 

Cavalry patrols have been as far as Mechlin (Malines), fourteen miles 
southeast of Antwerp, and it may be heard before long that the Germans have 
occupied Ghent and Bruges and possibly even Ostend. 

If this is their decision, however, a clear invasion of France through 
Belgium must be much longer delayed:

Atlanta Man Writes Lether 


About Americans in Scotland 


A. A. Craig, of Atlanta, who, with 
Mrs. Craig, is stranded in Scotland 
unable to get passage home, has been 
heard from by friends here. In a let- 
ter posted in Ayr, August 8, and ar- 
ch ag in Atlanta yesterday, Mr. Craig 
said: 

“Things are looking bad for our re- 
turn trip. All the Glasgow liners so 
far have been taken over by the gov- 
ernment, and Saturday the Teutonic, 
of the White Star line, was taken 
over. This is the line we were to 
have returned on, sailing on the Olym- 
pic from Cherbourg, but it may be 
that the government will also take 
over this boat, leaving us in a bad fix. 

“I was in Glasgow Saturday and the 
hotels were full of Americans whose 
sailings had been canceled. The Amer- 
ican consulate was overflowing and 
it took me twenty-four hours to get 
my registration papers. A meeting of 
stranded Americans was called for 2 
o‘clock p. m. Saturday at one of the 
hotels. I was on hand, but for some 
reason a notice was posted postponing 
the meeting. There are fully 2,000 
Americans in Glascow. 

“The White Star line writes me that 
they have no knowledge of any con- 
templated change in date of sailing, 
s0 I am living in hopes.” 

Mr. Craig also inclosed the follow- 
ing clipping from The Glasgow Daily 
Record and Mail giving a graphic de- 
scription of the experiences of the 
Americans in that city: 

It was not only the tramp of armed 
men through the streets of Glasgow yester- 
day that brought to the minds of citizens 
the realities of war. 

There were scenes enacted in the vicinity 
of the shipping offices throughout the en- 
tire day, which vividly {llustrated the Innu- 
merable results which follow in its wake.

The neutral group i# composed of 
the three Americans and one each 
from Brazil and Holland, forming a 
total of five: separately stands the 
bulk of the Italian cardinals number- 
ing thirty-three.

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ENGLANB: NOT OPPOSED 
TO PURCHASE OF LINERS 


Oscar Straus Denies Opposi- 
tion to United States Buy- 
ing German _ 


London, August 21—Oscar S. Straus, 
member of the permanent court of ar- 
bitration at The Hague, and chairman 
of the diplomatic committee of the 
American Citizens’ Relief committee, 
said today: 

“It has been my privilege to meet 
many prominent British officials, and 
so far as I know there ts no opposition In 
England to the plan of the United 
States to have Americans buy the 
German lIffiers now in American ports. 
In fact, I think the idea has been well 
received.’ 

Discussing the situation in the Far 
East, Mr. Straus said: 

“Some Americans seem to be unduly 
excited about Japan's action concern- 
ing Kiao-Chow. I do not think the 
United States has anything to be ap- 
prehensive about. Japan has no de- 
signs on the Philippines.” 


Washington, August 21.—Probably 
100 foreign-built vessels will apply for 
American registry under the bill just 
enacted if President Wilson decides to 
suspend certain provisions of the navi- 
gation laws, as he is authorized to do. 
The laws involved require watch of- 
ficers to be Americar citizens, and 
that survey, inspection and measure- 
ment of vessels admitted to American 
registry must be made by United States 
officials. ~ 

The opinion was expressed today by 
Acting Secretary Sweet, of the depart- 
ment of commerce, who conferred with 
Commissioner Chamberlain, of the navi- 
gation bureau, and representatives of 
masters, mates and pilots organiza- 
tions, the United Fruit Company and 
other steamship companies. Mr. 
Sweet is preparing recommendations 
for the president. 


RAIN OF GERMAN SHELLS 
CAUSES PANIC IN LIBAU 


Fifteen Russian Women Killed 
by the Explosion of a 
Single Shell. 


Stockholm, August 21.—(Via London, 
7:10 a. m.)—The captain of a Swedish 
steamer which has just arrived from 
Libau tells the following story of the 
bombardment of the Russian seaport by 
the German fleet: 

“It was on a Sunday evening that 
the rain of fire began to fall on the city. 
The townspeople were thrown into a 
panic. They ran into the strets and 
other places because their houses were 
falling and burning. 

“Fifteen women who were seated on 
a pile of lumber were all killed by the 
explosion of a single shell. The bom- 
bardment continued for two hours. 
Many buildings and bridges were de- 
stroyed.” 

Advices from St. Petersburg indicate 
that life in the Russian capital runs 
on in the ordinary way. The streets, 
cafes and amusement places are crowd- 
ed as ever. No additional military pre- 
cautions have been taken, it is said. 
ing food supply is described as plenti- 
ful. 

The destruction of the harbor works 
at Hangow, Finland, by German war- 
ships, is reported by the master of the 
Swedish steamer Bifrost, which has ar- 
rived from Hangow. 

“We received orders from the port 
authorities at Hangow on August 2 to 
moor with the Dutch coal steamer Alcor 
across the entrance to the harbor where 
our ship was to be dynamited in order 
to close the channei,” he said. 

“Later the authorities permitted us 
to anchor outside in security, but the 
Alcor was blown up according to the 
program, together with three valuable 
cranes.”’ 

Grand Duke Michael, the younger 
brother of the Russian emperor, has 
left for St. Petersburg. Steamship 
freight traffic between Finland and 
Sweden has been resumed. 


HUNDREDS OF AMERICANS 
TO SAIL FROM BARCELONA 


Barcelona, Spain, August 21.—(Via 
Paris, 3:20 p. m.)—The Spanish steam- 
ship Infanta Isabel will leave here Au- 
gust 23 for the United States with sev- 
eral hundred Americans aboard. Many 
others still are in Madrid awaiting 
American transports. 


AUSTRIA MOBILIZES 
ADDITIONAL TROOPS 


London, August 21.—(7:57 p. m.)—In 
a dispatch from Amsterdam the Reuter 
Telegram company correspondent trans- 
mits an official communication from 
Vienna, saying that a new mobiliza- 
tion order calls all the reservists of the 
first class, now at work harvesting, as 
well as the reservists of the second 
class, and the men in the Landstrum 
to the colors for August 24. 

The first and second class of the Hun- 
garian landwehr have been ordered to 
mobilize on the same date, as have also 
the recruits of 1914 and all the men in 
the Austrian and Hungarian landstrum 
up to the age of 42 years. 


HUGE CARGO OF WHEAT 
ON WAY TO SWITZERLAND 


Three Shipments of Million 
Bushels Each Arranged 
For. 


Washington, August 21.—More than 
a million bushels of American wheat 
are on the way to Switzerland in Brit- 
ish ships, the shipment of three car- 
goes having been arranged by Dr. 
Charles Paul Hubscher, charge of the 
legat’.n here. Arrangements have been 
ma‘ /to allow the passage through 
Fw ute and Italy of foodstuffs intended 
fo Switzerland. 

The legation has little fear that the 
cargoes will be taken by Great Brit- 
ain, although she could do so provided 
payment were made, At the British 
embassy it was said England did not 
need more foodstuffs than she was 
procuring. 


New York, August 21.—If the Ameri- 
can wheat bought by Switzerland 
reaches its destination safely the 
Swiss government, it was learned to- 
day, probably will purchase all its coal 
and other supplies in the United States 
during the hostilities in Europe. 

Dr. Ritter, the Swiss minister, who 
came to New York from Washington 
at the outbreak of the war, announced 
that a meeting would be held in the 
Swiss home here today to arrange an 
appeal to Swissgborn residents of the 
United Stateg@humbering about 160,- 
000, to contribute to the general Red 
Cross fund of Switzerland. The Swiss 
government has practically offered to 
turn the country into one great hos- 
pital to care for the wounded of Eu- 
rope, regardless of their nationality. 
As yet no notice of the attitude of the 
European governments toward this 
proposal has been received here. 

In case the warring nations refuse 
to take advantage of Switzerland’s 
offer, which is doubtful, Dr. Ritter 
said, the money raised wil be used to 
purchase food in this country for ship- 
mentto Europe, where it will be dis- 
tributed in Switzerland and among the 
destitute women and children of the 
adjoining countries.

FRENCH SAY GERMANS 
MURDERED PRISONERS 


France to Send Note to Hague 
Powers Describing Al- 
leged Atrocities. 


London, August 21.—(38:40 a. m.)— 
Telegraphing from Paris, Rueter’s cor- 
respondent sends the following: 

“The French government is address- 
ing a note to the powers signatory to 
The Hague oonvention of October, 
1907, pointing out that Germany nas 
violated the articles of the convention, 
in that on the 10th of August this year, 
according to a communication from 
the general in command of the eastern 
forces, German troops dispatched a 
number of wounded by firing shots in 
their faces and that the wounds of 
other injured people were deliberately 
made worse by being torn open.” 

The correspondent adds that the note 

will say further: 
. “Also on that same date 
foot soldiers in the Montigny and 
Montreux district systematically fired 
villages through which they passed 
without the slightest provocation and 
villagers were forced to precede the 
German scouts on the march. 

“On August 11 German troops burned 
villages, massacred their inhabitants 
and drove before them women and chil- 
dren to the battlefield, and on other oc- 
casions they murdered prisoners and 
shot the wounded. 

“The French government will leave 
to the earnest consideration of the pow- 
ers such reprehensible acts and crim-

inal deeds that never before have so 
dishonored civilized belligeyents.”’ 


Paris, August 21.—(5:50 p. m.)— 
Eighty-three German prisoners, ac- 
cused of robbing the dead on the field 
of battle, arrived today at Clermont 
Ferrand, capital of the department of 
Puy de Dome, where the police had 
great difficulty in restraining the pop- 
ulation from attacking them.

PEACE PLANS AND GUNS 
POWERFUL COMBINATION 


President Wilson Succeeds in 
Stopping Revolution in the 
Dominican Republic. 


Washington, August 21.—Peace plans, 
supported by the guns of American 
warships and a regiment of marines, 
have been agreed upon by the warring 
factions in the Dominican republic. 
News of the success of the special 
peace commission sent to the island by 
President Wilson came today to the 
state department and to the Dominican 
legation, though no details of the 
agreement were announced. 

It is understood a provisional presi- 
dent will be named to succeed Presi- 
dent Bordas. 

President Wilson sent the 
commissioners, John Franklin Fort, 
former governor of New Jersey; 
Charles Smith, of Portsmouth, N. H., 
and Minister Sullivan, after strong in- 
timations had been given both the Do- 
minican and Haitien governments that 
unless order was restored on the is- 
land the United States would do some 
police work. At the same time the 
transport Hancock, with a full regi- 
ment of marines aboard, was dispatch- 
ed to Dominican waters to join the 
half-dozen warships already on guard 
there. At Puerto Plata, the commis- 
sioners heard General Bordas’ side and 
also conferred with revolutionary 
chiefs, including Generals Vasquez and 
Jiminez.

OF COMMERCE MET. Thev refused to hear from anv one familiar with 
the terms of the bill. They only let it be known that they opposed its 
being made a law. The Rules Committee promptly killed it; they refused 
to let it come before the House —this bill which would have insured in- 
dustrial peace in Georgia.

The petition,,. which covers many 
pages, sets up the conditions develop- 
ed by the recent trial of the case of 
Judge James R. Brown v. the Empire 
Life Insurance company and stresses 
that part of the decision of Judge 
Ellis, of Fulton superior court, which 
dealt with the promises of the Au- 
gusta stockholders of the company 
to provide funds with which to enable 
the company to complete its building 
in Augusta and to continue its busi- 
ness. 

What Petition Alleges. 

The petition alleges that the Augus- 
ta stockholders will not make any do- 
nations for the benefit of the other 
stockholders of the company, and that 
if they determine to advance any sub- 
Stantial ald to the cOmpany it will be 
only under an arrangement by which 
the title to the Augusta property will 
be segregated from” the other assets 
of the Empire Life Insurance com- 
pany and conveyed to the Augusta 
stockholders as a separate corporation, 
leaving the Empire Life Insurance 
company insolvent and destroying the 
value of the remaining stock. 

The petition recites the failure of 
the company to meet its payments to 
the Augusta’ contractors and the con- 
sequent filing of liens on the build- 
ing, aggregating $407,000, and the 
suspension of all work on the building. 

Insolvency Is Alleged. 


It also alleges that the company is 
hopelessly insolvent; that all of its 
available asSets are heavily mort- 
gaged; that it has not invested any of 
its funds or income in securities as 
required by the laws of Georgia; that 
its business has been constantly fall- 
ing off until it has now outstanding 
on its books less insurance than when 
the company was organized, and that 
it is being conducted at constant and 
heavy loss. 

The plaintiff holds 
terms Of the act of 1914, under which 
the petition is filed, it is the duty of 
the board of insurance, consisting of 
the insurance commissioner, the gov- 
ernor and the attorney general, to 
give the complainant and the company 
ample time within which to present

Trouble Grows Out of Arrest 
of Young Macon

Macon, Ga., August 31,—(Special.)— 
The Southern States Detective agency, 
of which W. S. Lane is president, will 
be put on the “carpet” before the po- 
lice committee of council Monday night 
and a thorough investigation made to 
determine whether or not the agency 
was justified in the arrest of young 
Ben Atwater, on a charge of assault 
with intent to murder in connection 
with the shooting, several weeks ao, 
of Cliff Cook, in Wall street alley, to 
which a negro has confessed. 

The purpose of the investigation will 
be to determine whether or not the de- 
tective agency acted in good faith in 
bringing about Atwater’s arrest. If it 
is found that it did, then the matter 
will be dropped, but if the verdict of 
the committee is otherwise, then suita- 
ble recommendations will probably be 
made to council, and it is expected the 
license of the agency will be revoked. 

President Lane, of the detective 
agency, has requested that a number 
of witnesses be summoned to testify in 
his ‘behalf, and he will endeavor to 
show that he had good grounds on 
which to base the arrest of Atwater. 


Changes in Council. 

Macon, Ga,., August 31.—(Special.)— 
The indications are that ther will be 
only one member of council] te resign 
his seat in order to get into the. ram- 
ble for a place on the new civil service 
commission created under an act of 
the recent general assembly. It has 
been anticipated that both Aldermen 
R. C. Hazlehurst and C. W. Schaeffer 
would quit council in order to make 
the race, but the latter announced to- 
dav that he had decide not to run. 
Alderman Hazlehurst has not stated 
his position positively, but the general 
understanding is that he will get in 
the race at the proper time. 

Three or four candidates for the 
three places on the commission have al- 
ready announced themselves, and it is 
expected that there will be a dozen or 
more before the Hst is finally closed.

Plans for New Depot. 

Macon, Ga., August 31,—(Special.)— 
Plans for Macon’s new $1,100,000 union 
depot were exhibited to the mayor and 
council at a special meeting at noon 
today, at which Chairman Candler, of 
the railroad commission; Presidenat 
Winburn, of the Central of Georgia 
railway, and Vice President Munson, 
of the Georgia, Souths n and Florida 
railway, the latter alo representing 
the Southern railway, were present. 
Members of council expressed them- 
selves as well pleased with the. plans, 
and announcement was made that they 
will be adopted at the regular meeting 
next Tuesday night. 

President Winburn told council that 
the work on the new structure is ex- 
pected to start by the first of the com- 
ing vear, and that fully a year will be 
required to complete it. In order to 
finance the structure, bonds must be 
sold, aceording to Mr. Wuinburn.

One Room.

By action of the board of education 
the assignment of children to schools 
was placed in the hands of Assistant 
Superintendent L. M. Landrum in order 
to give the superintendent opportunity 
to attend to other features of admin- 
istration. 

Acting under this directions, Assist- 
ant Superintendent L. M. Landrum de- 
sires to call the attention of parents 
and guardians to the urgent need of 
getting a complete registration of all 
white grammar school children at once. 
The board desires to arrange the plac- 
ing of children before the opening of 
échool. Those children not registered 
by the close of August 29 will not be 
considered in the assignment to seats 
at the opening of the schools. Those 
who postpone this matter till after 
that date must wait till after all those 
registered are seated. 

All grammar school children who 
were in school on the last day of school 
and were in their own school districts 
are already registered. 

Register Now. 

Those who need to register by 
ting school tickets are: 

1. All children entering the ublic 
schools for the first time. For all such 
children tickets will be issued by the 
Clerks at the superintendent's office 
on the presentation of a certificate of 
successful vaccination signed by an 
Atlanta physician. Office, Boys’ high 
school building, corner Gilmer and 
Courtland streets; office hours, 8 a. m. 
to 5 p.m. daily except Saturdays, when 
the .office closes at 12 o'clock. Chil- 
dren who have heretofore attended the 
Atlanta schools, but who have been 
out of these schools two years or more, 
must present new vaccination certifi- 
cates to get tickets. 

2. Those pupils who left school be- 
fore the close in June or who were 
not there the last day of school 

8. Those pupils who are now living 
in school Hatelots other than those 
of the schools which they attended at 
the close of school last June. 

Pupils who have secured tickets 
since June 5 are already registered. 

The board of education has ordered 
that parents and guardians be notified 
through the mails by September 5 
where to send their children to school 
on September 14. 

Forty-five Children to Room. 


The board orders that not more than 
forty to forty-five pupits be placed in 
a room. 

Under the order of the board, chil- 
dren will be seated in accordance with 
the law of convenience as to the lo- 
cation of residences and schools. In 
the case of overcrowded schools, those 
children lHving nearest to schools with 
Vacant seats will be assigned to go 
there, The policy of the board and 
of the mayor is to utilize the seating 
capacity with enrollment before ask- 
ing for the co..struction of new schoo! 
buildings or the renting of additional 
rooms. 

Mr. Landrum desires to call attention 
to the fact that the time of registra- 
tion has been extended from August 
15 to August 29. This is the last no- 
tice about registration. This extension 
is for the benefit of parents and chil- 
dren. It will give this office a very 
short time to do a stupendous piece 
of work.

AFRICA THE GREAT PRIZE 


Writer Delves Below Surface 
for Hidden Causes — Ger- 
many Seeks Control. 


— 


(From The Indianapolis News.) 
The cause of the war in Europe is 
Asia. The great territorial prize is 
Africa. These facts are not evident on 


‘Had None to Lose in War of 


the face of the war situation. Today 
the world is talking of the French de-, 
mand for revenge for 1870, and count- 
ing Alsace-Lorraine as the great prize 
for French victory and the establish- 
ment of a pan-Slavonia and possibly 
the absorption of German and Aus- 
trian Poland for Russia. 

Thus far the odds have been so pic- 
turesquely overpowering agaisnt the 
Germans and Austrians that there has 
not been so much speculation as to 
what the prizes will be if the war bal- 
ance swings the other way. Certainly 
those who limit their view to European 
territorial and monetary indemnity are 
seeing a very small part of the game 
that is being played. 

To all, except those 
lowed European political 
ambitions, the assertion 
cause of the war is Asia seems ill 
founded. Those, however, who have 
seen the German-Austrian struggle for 
trade routes to India and the great 
markets beyond, know that behind the 
Austrian-Serb race hostilities, and 
largely the cause of it, looms up the 
indomitable determination of Ger- 
many-Austria to force a direct German 
controlled railroad from Vienna across 
the Balkans to the Aegean sé@a. 


Fruits of War Denied. 

That was the real reason why Servia 
did not get the fruits of her successful 
war against the Turk and why she 
was, through the diplomatic negotia- 
tions, driven back from the Adriatic, 
and why, also, Montenegro did not get 
her captured port in Scutari. For Ser- 
via to go to the Adriatic meant the 
establishment of a_ racially hostile 
country across the Germany-Austria’s 
“path of destiny’ to the Aegean—or to 
the Mediterranean at the very door of 
the east, the =uez canal. 

It was resentment over these diplo- 
maite “outrages,” as the Servian peo- 
ple call the denial of the fruits of vic- 
tory, that fanned the Pan-Serbd hostil- 
ity to Austria and made the Serb se- 
cret societies a menace to her. This re- 
sentment finally fired the assassin’s 
brain and off the spark that has 
thrown Europe into arms 

Close analysis will also show that 
the great territorial prizes of war are 
to be found far distant from Furopean 
territory. Alsace-Lorraine as a prize 
is, so far as land area goes, only one- 
seventh the size of Indiana. Russia 
Poland-—-if Germany should take that 
land tribute from Russta—is smaller 
than Illinois If Austria should wipe 
Servia from the map, and put it under 
her banners, she would only acquire 

territory half as large as Indiana. 
These are only illustrations, which 
forcefully present the fact that, so far 
as KEuropean map changes are con- 
cerned, they may be expected to be 
small.

1870—Now Stands to Lose 
Vast Possessions. 


(From The Boston Transcript.) 

Among the many points of ditfer- 
enc between the present war and that 
of 1870, Germany’s colonial develop- 
ment should not be forgotten in reck- 
oning the risks to which the empire's 
prestige is exposed. In 1870 there 
were no German colonies or depend- 
encies. The war was limited to ‘the 
areas of France and Germany covered 
by the military operations. Germany 
then had no pavy capable of making 
trouble for the French colonies. Sea 
power went with France, whose navy 
besides blockading German ports con- 
tributed large contingents to French 
armies and French garrisons. 

Germany's cOlonial empire was in 
1870 simply the dream of a few “un- 
practical” men. Not until some time 
after the war was the policy express- 
ed in “ships, colonies and _ trade” 
adopted by the empire. The German 
navy andthe German colonial empire 
have grown up in company, and if the 
latter is not as impressive as the 
former it is yet of great area and ca- 
pable of profitable development. 


Germany’s African Colonics.

colonization. Powell summarizes’ the 
operations of the three peoples there by 
saying that the first thing the English 
do on taking a new African colony is 
to open a customs house; the first thing 
the Germans do is build a barracks and 
the first thing the French do is to build 
railroads and wells. As a result the 
French have even made Timbuctoo a 
railroad junction and have made the

desert around it bloom. 

Another superiority of the French in 
Africa is that they have made the na- 
tives part of the empire. As Powell pre- 
dicted in his book, French African | 
troops are now meeting the Germans in 
Alsace. “France,” says Powell, “has 
accomplished in Africa what no other 
colonizing power has done in Africa or 
any other black man’s country. She 
has made Frenchmen of her subject 
peoples.
